Among 
those now ready are “ Bohemian Paris of 
To-day,” by W. C. Morrow, in a second edi¬ 
tion ; Vol. 1 of the new issue of “ Stanford’s 
Compendium of Geography and Travel,” deal¬ 
ing with the Northwest of Europe, written by 
George G. Chisholm; and a new revised and 
enlarged edition, edited by Bishop Whitehead, 
of Bishop Cleveland Coxe’s “Thoughts on the 
Services.” New fiction includes “ A New 
Race Diplomatist,” a novel of the American 
colony in Paris by Mrs. Jennie Bullard 
Waterbury; “ Andromeda,” by Robert Bu¬ 
chanan ; Mrs. Alexander’s “ A Golden Au¬ 
tumn ;” and Clinton Ross’s “ Chalmette.” 

Charles Scribner’s Sons publish to-day an 
essay on the practicability of political re¬ 
form, entitled “ Practical Agitation,” by 
John Jay Chapman, author of “ Causes and 
Consequences,” etc.; “The Messages of Paul,” 
the first ten epistles of Paul arranged in their 
probable chronological order, with brief intro¬ 
ductions and analyses, rendered in paraphrase, 
by Dr. George Barker Stevens, forming vol.

Sage, the younger son of the well-known 
Abby Sage Richardson. He has long been a 
student of French history and particularly 
of the French Revolution, and has founded his 
story upon well authenticated events occur¬ 
ring in that terrible period. Leading charac¬ 
ters in the book are Robespierre, Danton, and 
General Hoche—the latter an attractive and as 
yet wholly new and unhackneyed character 
in the fiction of romance; and such historical 
events are made use of as the pretended mar¬ 
riage of the hero and heroine in order to 
effect the escape of the latter from the mob, 
the stealing of death warrants to save the 
lives of persons condemned to the guillotine, 
and the attempt to rescue Robespierre’s vic¬ 
tims from the tumbrils the day of the mon¬ 
ster’s downfall. The story is said to be car¬ 
ried forward with a resistless interest due 
to the rapid succession of events, which, while 
not at all melodramatic, are full of exciting 
interest. The love story is described as one 
full of tenderness and charm. It is a book 
which, in the present vogue of the romantic 
story, is quite certain to attain a successful 
sale.

BOOKSELLING THROUGH TRAV¬ 
ELLING AGENTS* 

Though the “ drummer” is distinctively 
an American product, the selling of goods 
through travelling agents is probably as old 
as commerce itself. Books, that is, printed 
books, have been so sold ever since the in¬ 
vention of printing. For a century, at least, 
the bulk of the books printed were sold by 
itinerant booksellers, either principals or 
agents, to private buyers and to the trade. 
The inmates of monasteries in sequestered 
localities, for instance, were almost wholly 
dependent upon the book peddler, or, as they 
styled themselves, bibliopola libros venales 
deportans, for the latest productions of the 
press. Even university towns encouraged 
the visits of the travelling booksellers by 
liberal patronage and by privileges of various 
sorts. During the period of the uprising of 
the peasants in Germany, as well as during 
the Reformation, it was the travelling book¬ 
seller who often combined with his calling 
the office of advance agent of new political 
and religious ideas, just as in later times, in 
new countries, he was the torch-bearer of 
civilization, and frequently the only link be¬ 
tween a condition of barbarism and culture. 
His travels extended throughout Germany, 
Italy, France, Spain, and England. As the 
art of printing spread to countries beyond 
Germany, the agents of the printers in those 
countries invaded the fatherland of printing

and all the cities beyond their own, until, by 
degrees, the famous trading centres like 
Paris, Frankfort-on-the-Main, and, later, 
North German Leipzig, became the depots, 
during the spring and autumn fairs, of the 
book products of the world. Later, these 
fairs were introduced into England, and, two 
centuries later, a short-lived attempt was 
made to introduce book-fairs into this coun¬ 
try. 

The book-fairs gradually went out of exis¬ 
tence in England and in France. In Ger¬ 
many the book-fair exists only in name, 
the Oster-Messe (Easter fair) marking sim¬ 
ply the end of the fiscal year, when accounts 
are settled and an uncertain number of the 
membership of the Borsenverein meet in 
social intercourse. But the itinerant book¬ 
seller—the commercial traveller—survives, 
and prospers despite antagonistic legislation 
here and abroad, despite even the “trusts.” 
The treasurer of a “trust” declared in sub¬ 
stance a short time ago, that the formation of 
“trusts” in ail lines of business would be a 
gieat boon to the public, because the “trusts” 
would do away altogether with commercial 
travellers, the cost of maintaining whom, by 
the wholesalers, was an unnecessary lax on 
the consumer; and, that, since the members 
of the “ trusts ” had no need for -travelling 
salesmen, the prices of the products sold by 
“ trusts ” would be reduced by the amount 
saved in salaries paid to travelling men. How 
wide of the mark this statement was, those 
intimately acquainted with the imperative 
necessity of modern commerce to seek a 
market away from home, need not be told. 


THE GUTENBERG CELEBRATION AT 
MAYENCE. 

The Burgomaster of Mayence, Dr. Hein¬ 
rich Gassner, has just issued a circular giving 
further particulars respecting the celebration 
of the five-hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Gutenberg which is to take place at 
Mayence in June next. It is proposed to 
have an academic festival on Sunday, June 
24, commencing with a cantata composed by 
Dr. Volbach, the director of the Mainzer 
Liedertafel and the Ladies’ Vocal Association. 
An address will be delivered by Albert Kostu, 
Professor of German Literature at the Uni¬ 
versity of Leipzig. Afterwards Haydn’s Cre¬ 
ation will be performed. Then there will be 
a procession to the Gutenberg Monument, 
where wreaths and flowers will be deposited. 
All the bells in the city will be rung and 
the streets are to be decorated. An exhibi¬ 
tion will also be held, of models and speci¬ 
mens of the work of the various branches of 
the graphic arts. An illustrated programme 
of the whole celebration is to be prepared, 
and when its form has been definitely adopted 
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by the Celebration Committee it will be 
printed. It is hoped and expected that rep¬ 
resentatives of the printing and kindred in¬ 
dustries will meet in great numbers on the 
occasion, and thus “ do homage to Mainz’s 
greatest son.” 

Notwithstanding the almost world-wide 
acceptance of Gutenberg as the first Euro¬ 
pean letterpress printer, it is a curious fact 
that not a single piece of printed matter pro¬ 
duced in his lifetime bears his name. The 
works with which he is usually associated 
are very few in number, viz., the “ Indul¬ 
gences,” of Pope Nicholas v., which bear 
dates in 1454 and 1455 (there appear to have 
been at least two different editions,) and 
the 42-line or Mazarin Bible, an existing copy 
of which bears the manuscript date of Au¬ 
gust, 1456. It was a few months prior to 
this latter time, in November, 1455, that the 
law suit which seems to have arisen between 
Gutenberg and his partner Fust was decided 
in the latter’s favor. The result appears to 
have been that the partnership was dis¬ 
solved, all the assets of the business being 
retained by Fust,* who was the moneyed man 
of the concern and carried it on henceforward 
in conjunction with his son-in-law, Schoffer. 
What became of Gutenberg after this time 
is uncertain, but there are a few books, sup¬ 
posed to have been printed at or near May- 
ence about that period (the “ Catholicon,” for 
instance,) with the production of which—per¬ 
haps at Eltvill, a suburb of Mayence—his name 
is generally connected by bibliographers. At 
the time of his death he seems to have been 
in the service of the Archbishop Adolphus 
of Mayence, as certain effects of his con¬ 
nected with the art of printing were handed 
over by the Archbishop to a Dr. Humery, 
who is supposed, by some writers on the sub¬ 
ject, to have assisted Gufenberg financially 
in his enterprises, after the rupture with 
Fust. 

It was not until some years after the 
death of the alleged German prototypograph¬ 
er that we find his name mentioned in a 
printed book, as being probably the inventor 
of typography. This was in the preface to 
a work published at Paris in 1472 (?) by 
the first printers in that city, and even then 
it is only referred to as a “ story ” current 
locally and not as a well-ascertained fact. 
Twenty-seven years later (1499) the “Col¬ 
ogne Chronicle ” was published, in which 
appears a fairly circumstantial account of 
the invention of printing, and it specifically 
refers to Gutenberg (on the authority of a 
man who had perhaps worked under Schdf- 
fer up to 1462) as the inventor of it. 

Not until a later period was Coster “dis¬ 
covered,” although there seems little room 
to doubt the existence of such a person at 
Haarlem at some part—perhaps during the 
second half—of the 15th century. ^ The evi¬ 
dence, such as it is, in Gutenberg’s favor, is 
thus merely of a presumptive character and 
all of a date after his own death. He seems 
never to have publicly claimed the invention 
during his lifetime, and, in fact, “ we know

only. 


about as much—or as little”—to quote the 
British and Colonial Printer and Stationer, 
anent the supposed first printer in Germany, 
as we do about the supposed first printer in 
England, as, in spite of Mr. Blades’ splendid 
monograph on this latter subject, the number 
of really new facts that he discovered about 
Caxton as a printer —apart from the mere 
enumeration of his books and the classifica¬ 
tion of his types—is singularly small.* If 
any contemporary monument was erected to 
Gutenberg in the Mayence Church where 
he was buried, it has since disappeared, 
neither is anything known of his will, nor 
of any children or other relatives which 
he may have left behind him.” To put it 
briefly, we know that Gutenberg was alive 
between 1432 and 1468, but no contemporary 
document, printed or written, concerning him 
or his affairs (prior to the French book of 
1472) is known to exist, nothing but copies; 
not that it is assumed that the originals, or 
at least some of them, did not exist at one 
time or other and were genuine. 

The forthcoming celebration, therefore, 
will be directed mainly to honoring the mem- 
orv of a man of whom we know very little, 
to reaffirming his connection with certain 
books to which—if he had anything at all to 
do with them—he did not once put his name, 
and to insisting upon his being the inventor 
of an art which he apparently not only never 
claimed for himself, but which nobody else 
ever claimed for him until after he was dead. 


LITERARY WORK OF AMERICAN 
NEGROES AT PARIS EXPOSITION. 

According to the Springfield (Mass.) Re¬ 
publican, “ a proper appreciation of the in¬ 
tellectual capacities of the colored race is to 
be exhibited at the Paris exposition, when 
a special exhibit is to be made of their liter¬ 
ary work, to be superintended by Thomas J. 
Calloway, formerly of the treasury depart¬ 
ment at Washington, a graduate of Fisk Uni¬ 
versity, and late president of Alcorn Uni¬ 
versity in Mississippi. In response to a re¬ 
quest to Librarian Putnam, of the Congres¬ 
sional Library, from Commissioner-General 
Peck, Daniel Murray, of the library, is given 
authority to select from works by colored au¬ 
thors which are in the library collection 
and to procure, as far as possible, copies of 
other interesting works which may be scat¬ 
tered through the country. Among the works 
already selected are all those by Freder¬ 
ick Douglass; ‘ Music and Some Highly 
Musical People,’ by James M. Trotter, 
late recorder of deeds __for the District; 
‘ Genesis Reread,’ by T. G. Stewart, a grad¬ 
uate of Wilberforce Academy and a chaplain 
in the army, now in the Philippines; three

“ Other notable colored authors who will 
be in the exhibit are: Richard Allen, found¬ 
er of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and the first colored bishop; Bishop 
Daniel A. Paine, founder of Wilberforce 
University; Rev. J. W. C. Pennington, seven¬ 
ty-five years ago counted one of the most 
learned men of his day, and at one time pas¬ 
tor of a white Presbyterian congregation in 
Connecticut: Bishops Tanner and Wayman; 
David Walker, whose ‘Appeal/ published 
eighty years ago, created a sensation; Joseph 
T. Wilson, author of ‘ The Black Phalanx/ 
and James M. Whitefield, a Buffalo barber- 
poet. There are scores of colored people' 
who earn money with their pens, in maga¬ 
zines and weeklies, but who are not book 
makers. Among these are Miss Barbara 
Pope and Mrs. William E. Matthews, Mrs. 
Victoria Earle Mathews of New York. Mis? 
Ida Platt of Chicago, and Prof. R. T. Green¬ 
er, now consul at Vladivostok, whose re¬ 
cent information in regard to the Siberian 
railroad attracted national attention. 

“ Among books peculiarly individual is ‘ A 
Colored Man’s Reminiscences of President 
Madison/ by Paul Jennings, the son of a 
slave of Madison. Jennings’s mother was of 
Indian as well as African blood, his father 
English. Jennings became the body servant 
of President Madison. He probably had 
characteristics that attracted attention, foi 
Daniel Webster bought him of Mr. Madison 
and gave him his freedom. It is recorded 
that in 1865, at the sale of the effects of a col¬ 
ored man who had been a messenger of the 
House of Representatives, the following au¬ 
tograph was sold: 

“ Washington. March 19, r847. 

“I have paid $129 for the freedom of Paul Jen¬ 
nings. He agrees to work out the sum at $8 per 
month, to be found with board, clothes and wash¬ 
ing—to begin when wc return from the South. His 
freedom papers I give him; they are recorded in 
this District. 

“ Daniel Webster. 

Another author, who enjoyed the distinction 
of being the first of the race to gain recog¬ 
nition in this country, was Phillis Wheatley, 
and her poems will swell the list of literary 
works that are nothing short of w r onderful 
when the conditions under which they have 
been produced are considered. Still other 
books which deserve mention are ‘ Joining 
the Navy/ by John E. Payntre, a Washing¬ 
ton man, who was a cadet and wrote of his 
travels all round the world in a book so 
much approved that it was placed in the li¬ 
braries of all the government vessels. Mrs. 
Frances Harper, who represented the cause 
of her people with Frederick Douglass, will 
be represented by her poems and her ore 
novel, ‘ Iola Leroy.’ It is said that Mr. Mur¬ 
ray has already a list of ieoo volumes, the 
work of 190 authors, though he has but jusc 
begun the task of collecting. From these he 


will choose the most admirable and distinc¬ 
tive for the exhibit. 

“ In a recent number of the Washington 
Post appeared a eulogy of Henry C. Bruce 
of Washington, some portion of which is here 
quoted: “ ‘ It seems to us that one of the most 
useful and important books ever written by 
any negro in this country is ‘ The New Man.’ 
by Henry C. Bruce of Washington. This 
very valuable work was issued some three 
or four years ago, and the Post upon that 
occasion indulged in highly complimentary 
comment. Its historical value was obvious. 
It dealt with the relations between the slaves 
and their masters, and it was animated by 
so just and so kindly a spirit as to win instant 
and grateful recognition from the only class 
of whites who really understood and sym¬ 
pathize with the American negro. We refer 
to the former slave-holders and their de¬ 
scendants. Mr. Bruce is a man of good sense 
and good feeling. Proud as any of the high¬ 
ly-born aristocrats who, fifty years ago, 
owned him and his brethren; too proud to 
wish to thrust himself upon any one; rely¬ 
ing upon the same causes that have made 
the Caucasian dominant, Mr. Bruce preaches 
the gospel of labor, and struggle, and indi¬ 
vidual merit, and patient self-reliance. He 
tells the negro—what is true—that his best 
friend and most affectionate sympathizer is 
to be found in the ranks of the old slave¬ 
owning aristocracy of the South.’ ” 


NEW YORK CONDEMNS “ SAPHO.’’ 

Under a decree of Chief of Police Devery, 
Miss Nethersole was not allowed to appear 
in “ Sapho” at Wallack’s Theatre. New York, 
on the evening of the 5th inst. The police or¬ 
der followed the decision of Magistrate Mott 
in the afternoon holding Miss Nethersole, her 
manager, and others connected with the play, 
to answer to a charge in the Court of Special 
Sessions that in producing the play “ Sapho ” 
they violated Section 385 of the Penal Code, 
offended public decency, and maintained a 
nuisance. 

Thus far the book-trade has not been mo¬ 
lested, though there is a feeling abroad that 
the agents of the Society for the Prevention 
of Crime are watching an opportunity to 
construct a case to suit their purpose. Since 
the conviction, last week, of Kohler, the Phil¬ 
adelphia newsdealer, the vendors have become 
less vociferous and more guarded in offering 
their “faked” editions of “Sapho:” not¬ 
withstanding this the Philadelphia police, on 
the 5th inst., arrested Bernard Kline, a street 
peddler, on the charge of selling “ Sapho.” 
Magistrate Jermon of the Central Police 
Court held Kline in $600 for dealing in ob¬ 
scene literature. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The next important Historical serial to ap¬ 
pear in the Century Magazine is to have 
Martin Luther as its subject, and is to be 
written by the Hon. Andrew White, ambas¬ 
sador to Berlin. 

The first number of the Smart Set, a 
“journal of cleverness,” is out to-day. It is 
published by the Ess Ess Publishing Co., 
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1135 Broadway, of which Mr. Kennerley, for¬ 
merly representative, in this country, of John 
Lane, is the manager. 

The New Magazine is to be the title of the 
new ten-cent monthly magazine of which 
Robert Howard Russell is to be editor-in- 
chief and publisher. Among the leading fea¬ 
tures is to be a new series of “ Dolly Dia¬ 
logues,” by Anthony Hope, which will be il¬ 
lustrated by Mr. Christy, and a new serial 
story by Hall Caine, to be entitled, “The Ro¬ 
man.” Each number is to have a special cover. 
The magazine is to be distributed through 
the agency of the New York Journal, the 
proprietor of which, W. R. Hearst, is one of 
the stockholders of the company which is to 
furnish the capital for the enterprise. 

The Bookman has secured as a serial for 
this year a novel entitled “ Stringtown on 
the Pike.” While it is not the first book of 
the writer, yet it is his first venture in fiction. 
It is a thoroughly American story in spirit 
and in execution. The writer, John Uri 
Lloyd, was born in western New York, and 
removed to Cincinnati, where he became a 
clerk in a retail drug store. In his spare time 
rescued from the long hours, then and now 
inseparable from that occupation, he taught 
himself to be so good a chemist that he is now 
a member of the princ.inal pharmaceutical 
societies not only in this country but abroad 
as well. He is the author of a number of 
technical works in that department which 
have a cosmopolitan reputation. His knowl¬ 
edge of chemistry has led to his accumu¬ 
lating a fortune in the manufacture and 
sale of preparations which have a world-wide 
reputation among the medical profession. A 
few years ago he wrote a book called “ Eti- 
dorhpa,” which was published at his own ex¬ 
pense in Cincinnati, and has passed through 
ten or twelve editions of as many thousand 
copies each. This book embodies the au¬ 
thor’s speculations in various directions, and 
may be considered a scientific romance. 
“ Stringtown on the Pike ” was written by the 
author for his own satisfaction, and with no 
expectation of its being published.
